But all this is secondary to the 

main object which the Executive of 
the Calgary Automobile Club set 
out to achieve—-namely the co-ops 
eration of every motorist in the 
Province in asave snd progressive 
plan of campaign fos the betterment 
of Provincial highways and good 
reads everywhere. 
The Provincial Legislature and the 
Councils of cities, towns and rural 
municipalities have no greater or 
more important problem  betore 
them than the raising and expendi- 
ture of moneysfor good roads. In 
the solution of these problems, au- 
tomobile clubs and individual mem 
bers can and should be an import- 
ant factor. Th2re should be no 
conflict of of interests. On the 
other hand there is every need of 
and facility for co-operation. 

If Legislatures or municipal 
bodies were vested with 
magic power to create funds with 
which to make or improve roads 
and should fail to so create, there 
would be justification for some of 
the absurd criticisms of their acts of 
omission; but so long as governing 
bodies like ordinary trustees can in 
fairiness only be asked to account 
forthe due administration of the 
moneys voted and entrusted by the 
public for public service, the voters’ 
criticism should in no case extend 
to the inadequacy of the amount, 
but should be confined to the method 
and object of distribution. 

Notwithstanding the limitations 
of moneys voted for public purposes, 
the criticism which one frequently 
hears of no roador a bad road is 
‘Why doesn’t the Government or 
City do or fix this or that” 
the slightest thought or inquiry as 
to whether there are available funds 
or credit. 

What the Calgary Automobile 
Club and its associate clubs have 
set out to accomplish is, firstly, 
inteiligent and whole-hearted assis- 
tance in the raising of sufficient 
funds for making the recommended 
highway improvements and, second- 
ly, in assisting with direct and first 
hand information in spending , the 
money where and when the best 
results will follow. 

At one time there was 4 well marked 
variance between the tarmer and the
